GREAT BATTLE OF 
WAR 


MAY OCCUR THIS 
WEEK. 


To date the fighting between Germany on one side and the 


Eelglans and French or. the other, covering a line extending- from 
Muhlhausen on the south to Liege on the north, has been of a 
serious character, but so far as the great struggle is concerned 
the .various engagements have been little more than skirmishes. 
Both sides claim the victory in the preliminary actions. The Bel- 
gians state that Germany has lost approximately 50,000 men in 
the attempt to force a passage for the army of Cologne through 
Liege; the Germans declare that not more than 5000 have fallen. 
We are inclined to believe the Belgian statement is nearest cor- 
rect because of the suicide of General Von Emmich, the com- 
mander of the German forces. %Von Emmich was a soldier of emi- 
nence; otherwise he would have never been selected to command 
this army of invasion. The loss of 5000 men is a mere trifle 
when the magnitude of the movement against Liege is concerned. 
Had Von Emmich been successful, 50,000 men would have been 
a small sacrifice. In the light of more definite information we 
are inclined to believe that Von Emmich died by his own hand 
after-a vain attempt to overcome opposition, following immense 
losses. We are forced to the conclusion that the statements made 
through London that the determined resistance of the soldiers of 
King Albert has been successful, and are justified in that belief 
by reports that Germany has been attempting a flank movement 
in the vicinity of Waterloo, which movement appears to have been 
thwarted by the appearance of 200,000 English troops under Field 
Marshal French, who has been landing British soldiers at Calais

Joffre, French commander-in-chief, has been sending his legions 
to aid the Belgians in holding Liege, and so far as the operations 
of Germany in the north are concerned the movement appears to 
have failed. 


But this does not mean that the battle plans of Germany have 


altogether miscarried. 
With the failure to pass her armies 


through Belgium the forward movement is by no means lost. 
Germany has a tremendous fighting force, commanded by the 
best generals in Europe. As stated by THE TRIBUNE a few 
,days ago, the plans of Germany are evident. The army of the 
Moselle intended crossing in the vicinity of Metz; the army of the 
Rhine in the vicinity of Strassburg and then, uniting with the 
army that has been halted by Belgian bravery, crush France at 
one blow. Von Emmich's failure has halted the plan so far as 
the invasion of France through Belgium is concerned, and 
the 


French have apparently stayed the forward movement from Metz 
southward, but if anyone thinks the German troops are defeated 
they are mistaken. 


We look this week for a forward advance along the entire line. 


There will be a battle line 250 miles long and the Germans will 
send into the action pending an army of tremendous proportions. 
We need not be surprised if 2,000,000 men are hurled against the 
French frontier in a desperate effort to break the defenses. It 
will be one succession of battles lasting for days. The outcome no 
man can predict. But it will be the bloodiest period in history 
when the Teuton and the Gaul and the Anglos-Saxon hosts meet 
and thousands and thousands will be sacrificed. 


Meanwhile the Czar is massing on the borders of Prussia. With 


an immense force he is preparing to crush his opponent and it 
will require all the ability of William's generals to stay his ad- 
vance. Austria can do little toward aiding Germany, for the 
Servians appear to be holding their own. and the armies of Franz- 
Josef have all they can attend to. 


Tn making these comments THE TRIBUNE is inspired with

From all over the nation the Senate is being- bombarded by 


telegrams urging the restoration of the merchant marine in order 
to take advantage of the opportunity presented by the European 
war. All sorts of suggestions are made. The American-Hawaiian 
Steamship Company wires that the amendment permitting for- 
eign purchased ships to enter coast trade would put its twenty-six 
ships out of business or force it to register under a foreign flag ; 
the New Orleans Board of Trade wires that such action would be 
just right; the Portland Chamber of Commerce says permit ships 
bought of foreign countries to engage in foreign trade only ; Rob- 
ert Dollar, whose ships are registered under the British flag, says 
the coast-to-coast privilege from the viewpoint of the lumbermen

No 
wonder the "potent, grave and almost reverend seigneurs" of the 
upper house of Congress wonder where they are at. 


Meanwhile England is making a supreme effort to unshackle 


her merchant ships. She has served notice on the masters of ves- 
sels that the Atlantic is open; that hostile cruisers no longer 
menace. Whether this means that Great Britain has "bottled up" 
Germany's fleet remains to be seen, but it is apparent that her 
statesmen are keeping a sharp eye on the United States, which, 
had it a merchant marine, would now be in excellent condition to 
capture a large share of the carrying trade of the world. 


It is related that South America is doing $2,000,000,000 worth 


of business with Europe each year, or has been; that all we have 
furnished the republics to the south has been a paltry $150,000,- 
000. Something worth going after. But that isn't all. Here are some 
figures compiled on the export trade in 1913, the New York Sun 
being the authority : 


England, $600,000,000; British possessions, $537,000,000; Ger- 


many, $332,000,000; France, $146,000,000; The Netherlands, $126.- 
000,000; Italy, $76,000,000; Belgium, $67,000,000; Russia, $28,- 
000,000; Austria-Hungary, $24,000,000. 
Total, $1,936,000.000. 


Add this to the South American trade of $2,000,000,000 and there 
we have $3;936,000,000 in commerce, of which we ought to have a 
large share. 


Of course it is not fair to expect all the South American trade, 


nor fair to presume that the trade of Europe will be as great as it 
was in 1913, because of this war, certain articles now being con- 
traband, but say half of it, or in round numbers $1,868,000,000. 
What a stimulus to business if that quantity of stuff could be car- 
ried in our own ships. 


We haven't the time to build ships before the trouble ends, to 


an extent that we can capture our share of this great trade, and 
the alternative appears to be to buy. Preferably it would be best 
to have the purchases -made by private capital, but if private capi- 
tal is reluctant, then why not adopt the plan authorizing the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, or any other competent official, to pur- 
chase ships owned by citizens of belligerent powers now in ports 
and harbors of the United States, or those which may subsequent- 
ly be brought in ? Of course it might be contended by the war-
